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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The reply filed on November 12, 2008 in combination with the January 26, 2009 
Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): The January 26, 2009 IDS references 
"Documents for U.S. Patent Application No. 09/810,514 in the U.S.P.T.O.'s Patent 
Application Information Retrieval (PAIR) system." However, it this does not provide 
sufficient clarity as to which documents are being referenced. Applicant is requested to 
particularly list each document on an appropriate Form PTO-1449 so each document 
may be properly reviewed. Also, the relevance of each in juxtaposition to the claims is 
requested.

2. Claims 1-6, 9-17 and 27-51 are pending. Claims 2, 9, 11, 12, 15-23, 24, 26 and 
34-51 remain withdrawn from consideration. Applicant cancelled claims 7, 8 and 24. 

3. Claims 1,3-6, 10, 13, 14 and 27-33 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 
pending review of the November 12, 2008 Request for Reconsideration.
